Heor utensiia include a tailor's goose, welgh-
Ihg about 12 pounds, for heavy cloth; the
regulation Irons, and a falr-sized doll's sot
for fine articles. The lroning board Is
covared with several layers of blanket and
n clean eloth of muslin or ealico, old
aheets that do not shed lint are ldeal far
this purpose.

Other accessories Include A meam pad
or_roller made from d covered broomsntick
or ralling pln, ‘The principle of the round
pald & that |t avolds leaving the Impres-
glon of the seam on the wrong side.

A stuffed pad for fitting all kinds of
